‘“‘Has Anybody Here Seen Kelly?’ was 
the first song the policeman sang after 
the negro’s butcher knife had: revived 
his long-forgotten vocal powers. This 
was not lively enough for Mayfield and 
the singer changed his tune to ‘‘Yip-I- 
Addy-I-Ay, I-Ay,’’ and then to “Baby, 
Dear, Listen Here, I’m Afraid to Go 
Home in the Dark.’ .He was hoarsely 
bawling “I Wonder Who's Kissing Her 
N- -9-ow,’’ when the reserves arrived 
with an ambulance. 

“T sure did want to hear you sing 
that song about rings on your fingers 
and bells on your toes,’’ grumbled May- 
fleld as he was hurried into the ambu- 
lance, after his knife had been taken 
from him.

FROM MAGHINES 


Devices Get First Test on 
Olive Street Line; 19 Out 
of 32 Copies Are Sold. 


Automatic news-vending machines 
Were used on a St. Louis. street car, 
Thursday, for the first time. Passen- 
gers took to the innovation as though 
they had always been accustomed to 
obtaining their newspapers by dropping 
a coin in the slot and it is belteved 
that the success of the initial trip 
will lead to the similar equipment of 
all of the pay-as-you-enter cars in St. 
Louis. 

There is no intention to compete with 


newsboys and the machines will be 
placed only in those cars from which 
the boys are excluded. 

The first installation of the apparatus 
was in car 313 of the Olive street Del- 
mar division. 

14 Out of 19 Post-Dispatches, 

AS the car left the downtown terminus 
at 10:30 a. m. four of the machines wer: 
filled with copies of the midday editio; 
of the three afternoon papers. There 
is a separate machine for each paper, 
but two were filled ‘with Post-Dis- 
patches. 

On the trip west 19 of the 32 papers 
were sold. Of these 14 were Post-Dis. 
patches. 

Each machine holds eight daily pa- 
pets and in each there is a slat in which 
either a nickel or a penny may be 
dropped. 

If a passenger puts a nicke! in the 
slot the machine drops a paper agd at 
the same time makes exact change, 
The mechanism is so delicately adjust- 
ed that if a penny is dropped in, it will 
work the spring controlling the papers, 
but will not return any change: 

When the machines are loaded with 
Sunday papers only a nickel will re- 
lease them, and if a penny or a dime is 
dropped in by mistake it will be ve- 
turned to the passenger. 

When the supply of papers in a ma- 
chine is exhausted a sign appears on 
top to show it and the slot automatic- 
ally is covered.

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HOWLAND TO SUE, 
CHARGING HEIRESS 
PROPOSED 10 HIM 


Life-Saver Declares Four Of- 
fers of Marriage Were Made 
by Miss O’Brien. 





TELLS) OF ANOTHER 





Husband, With Rare Frank- 
ness, Asserts He Tried to 
Make Wife-to-Be Jealous. 


With the remaining assertion that 
Helen O’Brien, heiress to 
$100,000 in her own right, provosed to 
him four times and was refused as often, 
before he consented to elope with her, 
John A. Howland, a $40-a-month life- 
saver, is in St. Louis to appeal to the 
courts for possession of his bride of 
little more than a month. 


He was determined to resort to this 
extreme, he declares, by a statement is- 
sued after a midnight conference 
Wednesday at the O’Brien home, snd 
quoting Mrs. Howland as saying that 
she had repudiated her swimmer hus- 
band forever. 

Although Mrs. Howland told him that 
she would never see him again, the 
swimmer cannot believe, he asserts, that 
she has turned against him of her own 
will, after four weeks of resolute loy- 
alty in the face of bitter antagonism 
from her mother, Mrs. Rose Cartan 
O’Brien. 

Plans to Sue Bride’s Mother. 

The life-saver’s court proceedings will 
consist of a suit for damages against 
Mrs. O’Brien, he said Thursday, on the 
charge of alienating his wife’s affec- 
tions. In speaking of their courtship, 
he was remarkably frank, declaring that 
the heiress made overtures to meet him, 
arranged a meeting through Mrs. John 
S. Leahy and proposed to him four 
times before he accepted her. Three 
days before the elopement, he related, 
he left the St. Louis heiress to go with 
another girl, with the deliberate purpose

of discouraging his future wife’s aspi- } 


rations for his hand. 

During a conference at St. Mark’s 
Church, Howland returned to his bride 
a seal ring, set with two topaz stones, 
which she gave to him Saturday, and 
she returned to him a gold wedding 
ring, which he placed on her finger in 
token of their reunion. 

Howland reached St. Louis at 1:25 Dp. 
m. Wednesday in high hope of winning 
back his bride, who had been alienated 
when at the point of joining him by a 
letter written to her mother by Miss 
Sarah Hayes of Philadelphia. Miss 
Hayes denied his right to marry any 
woman but herself. 

Seeks to Disprove Girl Charges. 

Howland went to the home of his 
friend, M.' J. Arendes, 2223 Oregon ave- 
nue, and told him he had brought back 
from Philadelphia convincing proof of 
his innocence of Miss Hayes charges. 
He was sure, he said, that his evidence 
would be satisfactory, even to his moth- 
er-in-law. 

Howland arranged for a conference 
Wednesday night with his wife and her 
relatives. At Page boulevard and Acad- 
emy avenue he met Mrs. Howland, her 
sister, Miss Gertrude OBrien; Mrs. 
O’Brien and James A. McKeown, presi- 
dent of the O’Brien Boiler Works. 

This corner was the rendezvous at 
which Howland met his wife just a 
week before, for the first time since 
their marriage. On that occasion, lauga- 
ing and sobbing with joy, she flung 
herself upon his breast and kissed him 
again and again. Thursday night she 
greeted him coldly, with averted looks. 

In silence, the party walked to the 
parochial residence of the Rev. Father 
Peter J. O'Rourke, pastor of St. Mark’s 
Catholic Church, of which the O'’Briens 
are members. In the study Howland 
was placed on trial, with the priest and 
McKeown as judges. The swimmer, who 
was permitted to plead his own cause, 
was supported by the presence of a man 
friendly to his cause. 

Dramatic Scene at Hearing. 

The scene had an element of the dra- 
matic. On the one side were arrayed 
wealth and family pride, represented 
by Mrs. O’Brien, an avowed enemy of 
the swimmer. On the other side, How- 
land claimed the alilance of that love 
which caused the young helress to elope 
with him and defy her family unti' 
another woman burst into the romance. 

Mrs. Howland, who had once torn 
into fragments a petition for the annul- 
ment of her: marriage offered for her 
signature, watched her husband’s strug- 
gle to prove his innocence with the icy 
composure of indifference. Miss Ger- 
trude O’Brien, who had acted as her 
sister’s ally, had difficulty in restrain- 
ing her tears. 

Miss Hayes’ letter was read, and, 
it is believed, a report upon it by 
Attorney Leahy, who went to Phila- 
deIphia to*see the young woman. 
Hfowland then spoke in his defense, 
swore to his innocence and produced 
his evidence. There was a short con- 
sultation between Father O’Rourke 
McKeown. The verdict was: 
“Guilty.” 

Howland stepped toward his wife, as if 
ppealing for her support and confidence, 
despite the verdict. She turned frigidly 
away, saying in clear, cold tones: 7 

“IT hope I shall mever se6 you again.” 

Mrs. Howland, Mrs. O’Brien, Me- 
Kecwn and Father O'Rourke held a 
second consultation at the O’Brien 
home, 5117 Maple avenue. Just before 
midnight a statement was issued, to 
which was signed Mrs. Howland's name. 
She declared her intention of. institut- 
ing annulment proceedings at onte and 
fohhowing them, if necessary, with a 
diverce suit.

Mrs. Joseph Asher of Little Rock, 
Ark., the onjy accredited woman dele- 
gate to the national convention of the 
National Good Roads Association, asks 
that the women of America take a more 
active interest in the movement of bet- 
tering the roadways. Mrs, Asher is the 
wife of Probate Judge Asher, president 
of the Arkansas association and head of 
the State delegation. 

“There is just as large a space for 
women to fill in the work as for men,”’ 
said Mrs. Asher Thursday to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. ‘‘We have as much 
to gain. What I would like to see is the 
organizing of national, state and local 
auxiliaries. Women have methods of 
raising funds that prove just as ef- 
fectual as the men. In farming locali- 
ties when the roads are being worked, 
we can aid by giving dinners.”’ 

Favors Convict Labor. 

Mrs. Asher is in favor of the working 
of convicts on the roads. 
a chance to observe this method during 
the incumbency of her husband, as over- 
seer of road work in the home county. 

“The greatest impediment we find 
in Arkansas on the improvement of 
our roads, is the railroads,” she said. 
“They are charging excessive rates 
for the hauling of rocks and gravel. 
in other states the railroads find it 
to their advantage to haul the stone 
free. We are planning to make an 
appeal to the railroads tq bring about 
a change. 

“To my mind, there is not much 
benefit in improving the roads, un- 
less it be permanent. Macadam roads, 
with solid construction answers every 
purpose. We are building them al- 
most exclusively throughout’ the 
State. 

Roads Wear Well. 

“The roads are easy to be worked, 
and seldom wear out. It would be 
such an easy method if each state 
would let the convicts develop and 
work out the roads. The cost would 
be low, and by concentrated action, 
American would have the best system 
of roadways in the world in a few 
years.”

STRIKE REPORTERS 
WANTONLY INJURED 
BY BERLIN POLICE 


Four Correspondents Are 
Hacked With Swords While 
Sitting in Automobile. 





RIOTING IS CONTINUED 





Officers Stir Up Trouble 
Where None Exists— 
Troops Ready to Act.

BERLIN. hal 29.—The Post-Dispatch 
correspondent had an opportunity last 
night to ascertain the truth of the com- 
mon report that the Prussian police are 
egged on by official agents, provoca- 
teuers, to stir up trouble where none ex- 
ists. 

Six policemen with drawn swords 
leaped on an automobile in which the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent was sitting 
with Reuter’s correspondent, Lever Law- 
rence, the London Daily Mail corre- 
spondent, Frederick Wile, and Stanley 
Shaw of the New York Sun. The police 
slashed furiously at all four, cutting 
both of Mr. Lawrence’s hands open, 
wounding the Daily Mail correspondent 
on the head and slashing the Post-Dis- 
petch correspondent’s right arm. Mr. 
Shaw was badly bruised. 

The correspondents had engaged an 
automobile to take them about the Moa- 
bit quarter, where rioting has been 
going on since Monday. All had regu- 
larly signed police passes authorizing 
them to go where they liked. At the 
time they were in a corner of the So- 
called Thier Garten, a large open park, 
at least half a mile from the scene of 
Tuesday’s rioting, in a wide - street, 
where there was no sign of even rowdy- 
ism. 

At this point a squad of Berlin’s brutal 
police, swords in hand, were slashing 
at some girls and loving couples walk- 
ing quietly in the open paths. The cor- 
respondents could not imagine what 
possessed the police. 

An Attack Is Ordered. 
‘Suddenly a ruffianly bounder with a 
dirty face and ragged clothes yelled to 
the police: 

“Go for that auto.”’ 

Frederick Wile stood up, 
police pass and said: 

“We are newspaper men.”’ 

Then the agent provocateuer shouted: 
“Hack at them!’’ 

Immediately six policemen hurled 
themselves at the automobile, striking 
wildly. The Post-Dispatch correspond- 
ent had already given orders to the 
chauffeur to drive on, but the police 
had so injured the chauffeur’s arm that 
at first he could not start the motor. 

Meanwhile all the correspondents had 
received injuries at the hands of the 
rabid police.. They were saved from 
further injury by dashing at full speed 
to the nearest first aid station, where 
their wounds were bandaged. 

The foreign press association will of 
course take steps immediately, to as- 
certain what police were on guard at 
that spot, as the attack was entirely 
unjustifiable. 

For two days that section has been 
the scene of riots, the like of which 
have not been witnessed in Beriin for 
many a day. Hundreds have been in- 
jured and veritable pitched battles be- 
tween coal strikers, their sympathizers 
and the police have been fought at ev- 
ery street corner and open place. 


Workingmen Run Down. 
In spite of the police, strikers and 


their sympathizers held meetings at 
street corners, which in several in- 
stances caused bloody fights. The ‘[po- 
lice charged furiously ani ran down 
the workingmen on every side. In this 
way they rode through Emdener-Strasse 
and Turm-Strasse, which were blocked 
with excited, yelling crowds. Dozens of 
persons were severely wounded on both 
sidewalks. 

A coal wagon driven by strike break- 
ers under police protection was at- 
tacked. The police replied with pistols. 

The Berlin authorities admit that they 
are thoroughly alarmed at the riotous 
conditions in the Moabite quarter of the 
city. For the first time they have had 
experience in housé-to-house fighting. 

Before daylight this morning dis- 
order wes renewed in the Moabit sec- 
tion of the city. A force of 4000 po- 
licemen marched throukh the streets 
in darknegs, fired on at frequent in- 
tervals from windows and roofs of 
dwellings, and returning the fire, alm- 
ing at the points whence came the 
pistol flashes. More than 100 police 
are said to have been wounded. F The 
number of civilians injured 3 un- 
known. About fifty pe were 
taken to hospitals. 

After the police withdrew from the 
guartef a huge bonfire was built by 
the rioters, who used bedding and oil- 
saturated wood for fuel. The flames 
were finally put out by a battalion of 
the fire department. 

The Social Democrats have issued a 
manifesto disclaiming any connection 
with the disorders, which they attri- 
bute to the habitual harshness of the 
police to the working class. 
According to information obtained 
by the Post-Dispatch correspondent 
the police must cope with an entirely 
new situation. At first the trouble 
was with hoodlums, Tuesday night 
the attacks on the police were made 
by the better class of workingmen. 
The Government is very nervous re- 
garding results from the present state 
of political tension, should it become 
necessary to order out the troops. 
Butler Criticises Police. . 

President Nicholas Murray Butler 
of Columbia University, New York, 
said to the Post- eapaten correspond- 
ent today:

Called Most Convenient Way. 

“The tendency in the Methodist 
Church,’ said the Rev. George W. An- 
derson of Union Methodist Episcopal 
Church, “has been to do away with. en- 
tertainmefits, thus making the women’s 
societies free to support certain benevo- 
lences. But I hardly see how the Sun- 
day collection could be dispensed with. 
It is the most convenient form for mak- 
ing the regular offerings, and the en- 
velope system is in general use among 
members, while visitors place leose 
money in the basket. We have never 
considered abandoning this method, 
which is in general use in St. Louis 
churches of all denominations.”’ 
The Rev. Dr. F. W. Russell of West 
Presbyterian Church said: 
the offering of money as a fitting part 
of our religious service, and trgat it as 
such. Most of what goes into the bas- 
ket is in envelopes, the weekly offer- | 
ings of members. Only the giver him- 
self and the church treasurer know 
what any individual gives. We con- 
sider this method strictly in accerd with 
Scripture, and have never thought of 
changing it. We do not rent pews or 
give socials or entertainments to raise 
funds.”’ 

The Rev. Father D. J. Lavery of Holy 
Rosary Catholic Church, who expressed 
his views on church finance in his ser- 
mon at the recent dedication of tlie 
new St. Rose’s Church, said: 

“It never pays to make religion too 
cheap. Like other cheap things, cheap 
religion is held of little value. 

Would Rather Preach Gospel. 

“IT told the men of St. Rose’s that 
they ought to take the responsibility of 
providing for the church and not make 
their pastor keep preaching at them for 
money. He would rather preach’ the 
gospel to them, I said, and so would 
any priest. 

“But I don't see why the Sunday col- 
lection should be abolished. People are 
more in a mood to give on Sunday than 
on other days, and if they did not give 
on Sundays in the customary manner, 
the priest would have te keep running

Fourteen steam railroads entering St. Louis 
have pleaded their inability to operate two 
bridges and the necessity of charging tolls on 
St. Louis traffic to support them. 

The McKinley system, a trolley line, builds and 
operates a bridge without a cent of special 
charges. It is amazing. 
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Democrats and progressives are eager for good 
roads; but as for the stand-patters, any old to- 
boggan slide will do.

He had 
said: “We are going to drive out of the party 
the rascals who are degrading it,” and he had 
included” Woodruff among them. Woodruff ‘in 
reply had put up Mr. Gruber to say Roosevelt. is 
not only a liar in words, but a hypocrite in ac- 
tion’; that while he would not dine publicly with 
Lorimer he supped privately’ with Cox; that 
there is no honor in him.

The formal opening of the McKinley bridge on 
Nov. 10 and the entry of the cars of the Illi- 
nois Traction System into St. Louis is worth a 
large celebration. Every resident of St. Louis is 
privileged to shout that a way of entering and 
leaving the city without paying tribute to monop- 
oly has been realized at last. 

The McKinley bridge makes possible what we 
have been solemnly and expertly assured is im- 
possible. The impossible is that the railroads 
entering St. Louis from the East could absorb 
the cost of maintaining the bridges and ter- 
minals. The McKinley system will do it. It has 
been declared impossible to abolish the arbitrary 
of 25 cents for every passenger entering or leav- 
The McKinley sys- 
tem won’t charge it. It has been held impossible 
to let people ride across Eads Bridge in a car 
without payment of an extra 5-cent toll. There 
will be no charge on the McKinley Bridge. 

On-the McKinley system one may ‘ride from 
the depot in the heart of the St. Louis business 
district to Madison, Granite City or Venice for 
5 cents. The McKinley Bridge is what every 
railroad bridge is everywhere except at St. Louis 


—a part of the road, The cost of maintaining 


the McKinley Bridge will not be an extra charge 
against the passengers who cross it, but a gen- 
eral charge against the road of which it is an 
integral part. 

The idea of the managers of the McKinley sys- 
tem is that St. Louis is a large community, which 
it will be profitable to serve—not a subject terri- 
tory to be plundered and pillaged because it is 
helpless. Is it not astonishing that the people 
of St. Louis should be preparing to hail with joy 
a mere accession to their freedom? Think of 
the fourth city of the United States rejoicing in 
1910 at its partial aelivery from a condition of 
abject serfdom to monopoly! 

There are other reasons for rejoicing. The city 
is to have free connection with the lines of a 
great interurban system growing toward 700 
miles of tracks. New centers will be opened to 
trade. Many thousands of people will have 
ready, speedy and unbarred access to the stores 
and shops of St. Louis. The 2,000,000 passengers 
carried each year by the Illinois Traction Co. 
into East St. Louis may cross the river if they 
care to without paying toll. A new -road- is 
opened to Springfield, Decatur, Urbana, Bloom- 
ington, Champaign, Danville and Peoria, and soon 
there will be connection with Indiana’s network 
of interurbans, which connect with those of 
Michigan and Ohio. 2 

The Illinois Traction Co. has spent $7,000,000 
to get into St. Louis. The arbitraryless bridge 
cost $2,500,000. In less than two months St. 
Louisans may take sleepers for Peoria and have 
their breakfasts included, in the fare. But the 
greatest joy is that St. Louis at last may cross 
the Mississippi River without paying tribute to 
monopoly. That is something to celebrate. It 
may be the prelude to a greater achievement— 
the abolition of all bridge arbitraries—and an 
opportunity for a greater celebration. 
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Accepting Col. Roosevelt’s differentiation, we 
conclude it is a poor boss who can’t be defined 


both ways. 








THE BOSS OF BOSSES. 

When has there been such a fine exemplifica- 
tion of bossism as that offered by Col. Roosevelt 
in the New York Republican convention?

Nietzsche and Women 
By Mrs. Havelock Ellis, in the Forum. 


IETZSCHE has little to say of women. He is curiously reticent about 
them. In ‘his philosophy there is evidently to be no over-woman. 
He says that it is only to men one should speak of women, and all 

through his work one finds the under-man, and not the over-man, judging 
women, “Everything in woman is a riddle,” he says. And again: “The 
true man wants two different things—danger and diversion. He therefore 
wants a woman as the most dangerous plaything.” The best women are a 
little weary of this point of view. To be a toy or a danger, or both, is 
growing monotonous. Were woman uot a consummate actress, and very 
kind-hearted, she would have dropped the role long ago. “In the true 
man,” he says, “there is a child hidden: it wants to play. Up, then, ye 
women, discover, I pray you, the child in man,” In his “Wagner” book, 
he puts women in a strange category. “In the theater,” he declares, “one 
becomes mob, herd, woman, Pharisee, voting animal, patron, idiot, Wag- 
nerian.” “As yet, women are incapable of friendship,” he says in “Zara- 
thustra.” 

“In a woman’s love,” Nietzsche says, “there is unfairness and blind- 
ness to all she does not love. And even in woman's enlightened love there 
are still outbreaks and lightnings, and night along with the light.” In his 
“Wagner” essay he declares, “Woman would like to believe that love -can 
do all. It is a superstition peculiar to herself, Alas! he who knows the 
heart finds out how poor, helpless, pretentious and liable to error even the 
best, the deepest love is; how it rather destroys than saves.” In the same 


essay he says, “Man is cowardly before all that is eternaliy feminine; 
women know it. In many cases of feminine love (perhaps precisely in the 
most celebrated cases), love is only a more refined parasitism, a nesting 
in a strange soul, sometimes even in a strange body. Ah! at what ex- 
nen-e always to ‘the host’.”
